By 
their Charter the chief Magiſtrate 1s 
a Warden, and choſen annually, who 
has eight Brethren his Aſſiſtants. Here 
is a {mall Market every Wedneſday, and 
two annual Fairs, on Candlemas-Day and 
St. Peter's, both chiefly for Rudder Cat- 
tle,” i. e. Horned Beaſts. &,; 
This Town is eminent for Clothing, 
the moſt of any Place in this County : 
Here they make mix'd Kerſies, and blue 
Kerſies for the Canaries, which for their 
Colour are not equall'd by any in Eng- 


land. In the Street call'd Church-Street, 


ſtood the Canons Houſes belonging to 
this Church, which is ſaid to have 
been before the Conqueſt an . 
See, and to have had 2 Biſhop, Dean, 
and Canons belonging to it: Lotheſley, 
mention'd in Pag. 320 of the third 
Volume, was the Biſhop's Seat; and at 
the fartheſt End of the Cauſeway was 
a little Bridge, call'd Biſhops Bridge, 
which formerly belong'd to the Biſhop, 
and is now, and has been ever ſince, re- 
pair'd by the Poſſeſſor of Lotheſley, tho 
it lyes in the high Road. This Bihop: 
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and Antiquities of Surrey. 5 
rick was taken away in the Time of 
King Henry Il. and the Eſtate was con- 
ferr'd on the Deanery of Sarum; to 
which Church alſo King Henry I. gave 
ſeveral Lands here, as appears from 
many Evidences depoſited in the Ar- 
chives of that Place. The Church is 
a fair Pile of Building, has a hand ſome 
leaden Spire at the Weſt End, and is 
dedicated to the Honour of St. Nicholas. 
The People of this Place have a current 
Tradition, that in a great Tempeſt of 
Thunder and Lightning, the great Bell 
of this Church was carried out of the 
Tower, and thrown into the River at a 
great Diſtance ; where the Bell ſinking, 
and being not poſlible to be taken up, 
it cauſed a great Whirlpool, which no 
Swimmer dares adventure into.

The 
preſent Vicar (1676) is the Reverend 
Mr. Samuel Speed (the famous and vali- 
ant Sea Chaplain and Sailor) Grandſon 
of Fohn Speed, well known for his 
Chronicle and Maps. In a Poem made 
by Sir 7ohn Birkenhead, on the Sea- fight 
with the Dutch, he takes Notice of our 
Vicar in this Manner.

Henry Smith, Eſq; that eminent Bene- 
factor to this County, gave 50 Pounds 
per Annum, iſſuing out of Lands in Shal- 
ford, to this Pariſh, and 5 Pounds per 
Annum more from ſome Cherry Gardens 
in Kent; and communibus annis the Poors 
Rate comes to 200 Pounds more, near 
double to what it was about a Century 
ſince. 

In the Common is an Hoſpital, built 
and endowed by Rich. Wyatt of Shackle- 
ford, Eſq; for the Maintenance of Ten 


_ Men, founded above 100 Years 
ince, 
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In this Place are one Griſt-Mill, two 
Paper-Mills, and three Corn-Mills ; and 
Sir Richard Baker in his Chronicle tells 
us, that in the Reign of King James I. 
courſe Paper, commonly calPd whited 
brown Paper, was firſt made in England, 
eſpecially in Surrey and about Windſor ; 
and this Place, I have frequently heard, 
bore the Bell from all this County, for 
its excellency in this Manufacture. 

This Place is noted for great Quan- 
tities of Liquoriſh, good Carrots, and 
great Store of Peat, which burns as well, 
or better than Coal: And in the Sale 
of this latter Commodity the Inhabi- 
tants are under ſome Reſtrictions; par- 
ticularly, that they carinot ſend it to 
London, or even ſell it out of their own 
r

In this Pariſh is a Mannour called 
CATTESHULLE, held from the King, 
as Maſter of his Concubines : To it 1s 
annex'd a Chapel, which, with the 
Seat from the Time of King Henry VII.

Anno 1467, to Fobn 
Tuchet, Lord Audeley, in Conſideration 
of the Services he did the Crown, in 
faithfully executing a joint Commiſſion 
with John Tiprefi, Earl of Worceſter, and 
others, in concluding a Truce with the 
Embaſſadors of Francis Duke of Brittany. 
He died 26. Septemb. Anno 1491, and 
was ſucceeded in Honour and his Eſtate 
by his Son Fames, who joyning with the 
rebellious Corniſh Men, whom he head- 
ed, was taken Priſoner, and beheaded 
on Tower-hill 28. Funii 1497; and his 
whole large Eſtate was, upon his At- 
taindure, veſted in the Crown, and by 
King Henry VII. was given to Sir Regi- 
nald Bray, Kt. who was a buſy Inſtru- 
ment in advancing him to the Crown; 
but he dying without Iſſue, it deſcended 
to Sir Edmund, Son to John his younger 
Brother, who was call'd to Parhament 
by King Henry VIII.

CHITLVFVURTE 


Was the Seat of. . Ranayll, Eſq, 
Maſter of the Gun- powder Works, for 
which in this little Romancy Vale are 
ſixteen Powder Mills erected: It now 
belongs to Mcrgan Randyll, Eſq; one of 
the Repreſentatives in Parliament for 
the Town of Guilford. 

Here is a great Fair once a Year, 7 
Days before Michaelmas, vis. on St. 
_ Matthew's, for Cattle, Cheeſe, and Fiſh, 
cum mulits alis. The Londoners come 
hither. They ſay the Charter grants 
the Fair to laſt 5 Days: It is in the 
Pariſh of St. Nicholas of Guilford, tho' 
near two Miles diſtant. 

In this little pleaſant Valley, the 
Springs ſerve not only to water the 
Grounds, but for the driving of 18 Pow- 
der Mills, 5 whereof were blown up 
in a little more than half a Years Time. 
Tis a little Commonwealth of Powder- 
makers, who are as black as Negroes.

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Here is a Nurſery of Earth for the 
making of Salt-Petre: There is alſo 
here a Boyling-Houſe, where the Salt- 
Petre is made, and ſhoots ; a Corneing- 
Houſe, and ſeparating and finiſhing 
Houſes, all very well worth the ſeeing 
of the Ingenious. I had almoſt forgot 
the Brimſtone Mill, and the Engine to 
ſearch it. Hereabouts are a great many 
Fiſh-Ponds, wherein are excellent good 
Carps, bright, and as ſweet as the 
River Carps, the Rivulet running 
thorough them ; and the Trouts in this 
Stream were much eſteem'd, till the 
Way was uſed of waſhing the Earth 
and Hills, of which more hereafter. 
I ſhall but here remark, that by this 
Invention Mr. Booth of PVeſton made a 
Bogg, (that quak;d like Cuſtard, and 
was ill Air) ſo good Meadow, and firm 
Land, that Waggons laden went as firm- 
ly on 1t, as on other Ground. 

The Powder-Mills of this Place were 
the firſt in England; and before they 
were erected, all our Gun-powder was 
imported at a great Expence from fo- 
reign Parts: Since which Time, the 
Place itſelf being ſo proper for ſuch 
dangerous and uſeful Undertakings, the 
Mills have been farm'd out to ſeveral 
Hands, amongſt the reſt of the — : 
ir 
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Sir Polycarpus Wharton, Bart. whoſe Caſe 
is here printed at large, (at the Requeſt 
of a Gentleman who communicated it) 
was for ſome Years Tenant, but I ſhall 
not anticipate my Readers, or make my 
ſelf a Party or Judge in this Contro- 
verſy, but rather refer you to the Paper 
itſelf ; which being but ſhort, and with- 
al uncommon, take it as follows : 


The hard CASE of Sir POLYCARPUS 
IVHARTON, Baronet, 


AR being declar'd between 
England and France, Sir Poly- 

carpus (who had been bred in the Art 
of making Gun-powder) was directed 
by the Ordinance to take a Leaſe for 
21 Years of the great Powder-Works 
at Chilworth, near Guilford in Surrey, 
at that Time in ſo ruin'd a Condition, 
as to require 1500 J. to make them ſer- 
viceable. This was done at Sir Poly- 
carpus's Expence : The Rent, the grow- 
ing neceſſary Repairs, and. incident 
Charges, amounting to 1900 l. per Ann. 
was, by his Contract with the Ordi- 
nance, dated Fanuaty 1. 1677, to be 
born by them, when not employ'd by 
the Crown; and they were not fo 
employ'd a ſixth Part of the Term: 
Not with- 
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Notwithſtanding which, the ſaid year- 
ly Charge was defray'd for Ten Ws 
by Sir Polycarpus; who, preſſing to be 
reimburſed the ſame, was over-per- 
ſwaded to wave that Contract, and in 
Lieu of his Charge, to accept 2000 l. 
by Way of Debenture, (of which he 
never could receive one Penny) and 
enter into a new Contract for keeping 
at his own Charge the Works during 
the eleven Years then to come: In 
Conſideration whereof he was to work 
1200 Barrels of Powder yearly above 
his Proportion with other Powder- 
makers, as appears by his ſecond Con- 
tract with the Ordinance, dated Decem- 
ber 22. 1687. 
That Sir Henry Sheere, Surveyor-Ge- 
neral, and Thomas Gardiner, Eſq; Store- 
keeper, were by Order of the Lord 
Dartmouth, Maſter-General of the Ordi- 
nance, Decemb. 17. 1687, appointed to 
take a previous Survey, as well of all 
other Powder-Works of the Kingdom, 
as of Chilworth Works; to know there- 
by what each Work was able to per- 
form, before Sir Polycarpus conſented 
to execute the ſaid ſecond Contract; 
whoſe Report thereon, Fanuary 21 
following, is now in the Office : By 
which 1t appears, that Sir — 
* his 
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his Proportion of each 2000 Barrels 
of Powder to be made, was 1045 Bar- 
rels and 60 Pounds, and ſo in Propor- 
tion to a greater or leſs Quantity. 
And whereas the Ordinance did Con- 
tract with all the ſeveral Powder- 
makers, fince the ſaid ſecond Contract 
with him, to April 27, 1695, incluſive, 
as by the Ordinance Contract-Books 
appears, for making 98920 Barrels of 
Powder; of which Sir Polycarpus, ac- 
cording to his ſaid Proportion, was to 
have made 51685, he was allotted 
only 32852 : So that without the leaſt 
Exception againſt his Powder, or 
Terms of Working, (which was but 
equal with other Perſons) he was cut 
{ſhort by 18833 Barrels; and the Ma- 
king of ſo much Powder apportion'd 
to Foreigners, and others, to keep 
their Works employ'd, whilſt thoſe 
of Chilworth ſtood ſtill upon his Charge. 
Nor was this all the Injuſtice he met 
with; for of the 1200 Barrels he was 
to have the Advantage of furniſhing 
yearly above his Proportion, to re- 
compenſe him for his Hardſhips he 
ſuffer'd upon their Breach of his firſt 
Contract with them, and the extraor- 
dinary Charge he conſented to be at 
during the laſt Eleven Years (as afore- 
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« ſaid:) He was likewiſe depriv'd of 
making 96co more upon that Account; 
in the whole amounting to 28433 Bar- 
© rels, which was very near one half of 
his juſt Pretentions. 

That he was at great Charge in 
erecting and adding ſeveral new Works 
and Engines, as well for the more 
Expedition, as better Service of the 
* Crown and Kingdom, at the Begin- 
© ning of the preſent War, which ren- 
* der'd Chilworth Works alone able to 
* ſupply the Stores with 325 Barrels of 
* Powder weekly throughout the Year; 
* and that was much more than all the 
* other Powder-Works in the Kingdom 
* together could then furniſh; without 
* which it had been impoſſible that the 
Fleet could have been timely ſupply'd 
* with Powder, both at that and other 
* Times ſince. 

In 1698, the laſt Year of his Leaſe 
* of Chilworth Works, he did by many 
Letters ſignify to the Board of Ordi- 
* nance, That Fune 24 his ſaid Leaſe 
expired, deſiring their Reſolutions, that 
* he might thereby order his Affairs re- 
* lating to thoſe Works accordingly ; 
* yet, to his very great Damage, he 
could obtain no Anſwer, till after his 
* {aid Leaſe was wholly expired, gr by 

their 
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their Letter of June 28, 1698, ap- 


© Pears. 
e Upon the Expiration of his Leaſe, 
there remained upon the Place a great 
Stock of Materials, Engines, and Uten- 
ſils, proper for making Powder, upon 
his Hands, which coſt him ſome Thou- 
ſands of Pounds; great Part whereof 
were wholly loſt, and the other Part 
of little Uſe : The Works for ſeveral 
Years before being ſo inconſiderably 
employ'd, and for the fix laſt Years 
his Payments being in Tallies, and it 
being two or three Years before thoſe 
Tallies were received, he was forced 
(in order to defray the neceſſary 
Charges of the Works) to diſcount 
them from 10 J. to 30 l. per Cent. Loſs, 
That he hath alſo ſuſtain'd at leaſt 
3500 l. Loſs, by blowing up of Works 
and ſinking of Barges loaden with 
Goods, without the leaſt Confidera- 
tion yet had to them, tho' great Al- 
lowances have been formerly made to 
other Perſons upon the like Misfor- 
tunes, who have not been ſo immedi- 
ately concern'd in the Service of the 
© Crown, 
* By all which very hard Meaſure, 
Sir Polycarpus, from the Beginning of 
his Leaſe, in 1677, to the Expiration, 
in 
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© in 1698, has been at leaſt 24000 l. a 
« Sufferer, altho' he faithfully and dili- 
* gently employ'd all the ſaid Time 
with the utmoſt Hazard of his Perſon 
and Fortune in the Crown and King- 
dom's Service, and has been (with 
his Family) utterly ruin'd thereby. 

* Moreover, German Powder being in 
© Eſteem for its great Strength, the Com- 
* miſſioners for Maſter of the Ordinance 
© (by Direction of King Charles the Se- 
* cond) order'd the Board to ſend to 
* Sir Polycarpus, (w hich accordingly was 
done by Letter, January 18, 1680) to 
provide two able Perſons to go into 
Germany, there to inform themſelves 
* of the beſt Way of making Strong 
Powder, and to receive his Highneſs 
Prince Rupert's Inſtructions thereupon. 
* It was however at laſt agreed by his 
* Majeſty and the Prince at Windſor, that 
* Sir Polycarpus ſhould (without any 
* Perſon's going over) imitate it here; 
* which, upon promis'd Encouragement, 
* he undertook, and brought to ſuch 
Perfection in one Year, that upon 
* Tryal thereof before his Majeſty and 
* the Prince, it far exceeded the German 
* Powder in Strength, and could be 
* afforded much cheaper : Whereupon, 
* by his Majeſty's Encouragement, he 

* erected 
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erected Mills and Works near Windſor, 
(much differing from the common Sort) 
ſufficient to make 40 Barrels of that 
Powder Weekly, which coſt him 2700ʃ. 
for which Charge, Service, and Hazard, 
he never receiv'd any Recompence, 
nor made any Quantities thereof for 
the Crown's Service. 

* Sir Polycarpus, by his Petition to 
her Majeſty in Council, having ſet 
forth theſe his Sufferings, obtain'd 
her Gracious Reference to his Grace 
the Duke of Marlborovgh, Maſter-Ge- 
neral of the Ordinance, November 18, 
1703. Who thereupon order'd the 
Board to examine and report the Mat- 
ter; but no Report could be obtain'd 
till June 10. 1710. A fatal Delay to 
him, who was for Want of it thrown 
into Priſon, where he yet remains. 
From thence he ſent his Memorial the 
14th of Fune, inſtancing in three 
weighty Particulars, where the Report 
drawn by Mr. Muſgrave was falſe in 
Fact. The Lieutenant-General of the 
Ordinance (in the Abſence of the Ma- 
ſter⸗General) laid it before the Board 
to be examin'd, the iſt of Fuly laſt; 
but no Step has been taken therein,

ALBURY, alias Alderbury, 


So call'd, ſay ſome, from the Alders 
growing about it; but I rather conje- 
cture it was Aldbury, i. e. Oldbury, and 
that it was a Place of very ancient Note, 
as all Places of this ſaine Name ſeem to 
be. This Eſtate and Manour belong'd 
formerly to the Greſhams; from whom 
it came to the Duncumbes, and was pur- 
chaſed of them by Thomas Howard, Lord 
High Marſhal of England, in 1638, and 
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is now In the Poſſeſſion of Heneage 
Finch, Farl of Avlesford, who, with 
George Duncumb, Fiſq; is Lord of this 
Manour; who has pull'd down great 
Part of the old Buildings of this Seat, 
(1) which is ſeated in 2 moſt romantick 
wild Place; it lyes at the Bottom of 2 
Hill, dn a ſandy Soil, North and South, 
cover'd with Oaks; yet wants not all 
the Aſſiſtance Art can give, to render 1 
Retirement deſirable. It is adorn'd with 
a fine Park, and Variety of Fiſh-Ponds, 
and large Quantities of Woods; but the 
moſt compleat Idea that can be given 
of 1t, 1s expreſs'd by that excellent Ar- 
tificer Mr. TVenceſlaus Hollar, who has 
etch'd twelve different Views of this 
Place, ſo very rare, that none hut the 
oppoſite one could be procur'd; and 
therefore we doubt not but our Readers 
will admit of that Apology for our 
Neglect to gratify him in that Point.

Here his Lord- 
ſhip hath a Canal about a quarter of a 
Mile long, and ſixty Foot broad; and 
above that, 2 Vincyard of twelve Acres, 
of the ſame Length with the Canal, 
upon the Aſcent of the Hill, which 
faceth the South: A good Part of the 
Hill 1s digg'd down to make the Eleva- 
tions eaſie. The River (or Rivulet) 
runneth thorough the Garden, which 
is now bringing into the Canal, and the 
old Courſe of the River to be fill'd up. 
I cannot omit here to let you know, 
that a Country Fellow ſeeing them dig- 
ging the Channel for the new River, 
(I think that which comes to Hampton- 
Court) ſaid, that he could ſave them 
2000 J. that is, he would turn up the 
Earth with a Plough ; and had ſtrong 
Ploughs and Harneſs made purpoſely, 
which was drawn by 17 Horſes, and 
ſav'd a vaſt deal of Expence. 

The taking down of this Hill, and 
the piercing of it through, was done 
with great de r and Cheapneſs, 


2 by 
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by an ingenions Invention of (1) Mr, 
Charles Howard, his Lordſhip's Brother; 
which 1s thus (as well as I can deſcribe 
it:) They have the Command of a Spring 
in this Park, which they bring in x 
Channel to the Place where they would 
have the Sand taken away; then they 
under-dig a convenient Part of the Sand 
under which the Water is to come, and 
there the Water (as it were) diſſolves 
the Sand, as you ſee Sugar diſſolv'd in 
Wine. In a little Time after, down 
tumbles 3, 4, or 5 Loads; as ſoon as it 
is down, a Fellow or two falls a ſtirring 
of the Sand in the Water, to make the 
Water, together with the Sand, run the 
faſter, 

The whole Plat of the Garden at 
Albery was made and given by me LJ. A. 
to Mr. Henry Howard (fince Duke of 
Norfolk) deceaſed; as alſo the Deſign 
of the Canale, and Crypta, ſince dug 
through the Mountain. They have 
wooden Troughs open at both Ends, 
which they do ſet in Train, one after 
another, for this waſhing away of the 

Sand ;

(1) This Invention of levelling the Hills by waſhing down 
the Sards, was not found out by Mr. Charles Howard, but 
/i ew'd him by Capt. George Evelyn, (a Kinſman of mine) 
who took away a great Hill of Sand at Wotten, which made 
that large Square fer the Garden there. J. E. 
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Sand; and the Sand and Water will 

wear them out 4s thin as Paper. It is 
admirable to ſee how faſt by this Means 
they do convey away their Sand. 
The Paſſage made thorough the Hill 
here did coſt but 70 l. and 3 Men did 
it in half a Year by the Method afore- 
ſaid, which otherwiſe would have coſt 
Nemo ſcit: So it is clear, that in any 
{indy Place where one may have the 
command of a little Fall of Water, one 
may do great Things in this Kind, for 
levelling, making of Hills, ec. 
I was wont to admire how Lines 
came to be worn of ſo great depth, 
which 1s only in ſandy Ground, where 
the Water waſhes them away, as here; 
but two or three Labourers aſſiſting, the 
Work 1s diſpatch'd amain. 

Out of the Paſſage aforeſaid was 
drawn a great deal of Stone, which they 
call Ragges, which looks like caſt Iron; 
and here and there 1s Sand, as white 
and fine as the fineſt powder'd Salt. 
The like I find in Windſor Foreſt, in the 
High-Way, in the Road from Egham 
Weſtwards towards Saliſbury,

it is on a Plain, a Stone's throw diſtant 


from the Road to Cranley, Eaſtward. 

Mr. Elias Aſbmole (who lived at Weſton 
in his firſt Wife's Time) told me, he 
doth remember very well not only the 
Ground-pinning of the Square, but alſo 
the Ground-pinning of the Circle of it. 
Some of the Roman Tiles here are of 
a pretty Kind of Moulding, with 8 An- 
gles; and there are ſome Lumps of 
Stone with Roman Mortar. Mr. Benj. 
Oughtred ſays, that 40 Years ſince (1639) 
one might have ſeen the Ground-pin- 


ning plainly, which was as high as the 


Top of the Banks are now. I ſaw by 
a Piece of the Ground-pinning extant,

but it ſeems to me to be ſquare. Some 
Pieces of Roman Tiles and Brick I found 
on the Heath, where has been a great 
deal of Building in old Times; and 
this is all can be diſcovered concerning 
this Temple. Tis Pity a Draught of f 
had not been taken ſome hundreds of 
Years ſince: But there were in Britain 
many more Roman Temples, whereof 
now remain no Veſtigia at all. The 
Tradition by the old People hereabouts 
is, that heretofore a River ran in the 

Bottom below the Raman Temple. 
The Parſonage Houſe is at Weſton, 
half a Mile from the Church : Ir is an 
indifferent good old Parſonage Houſe; 
in the Windows are ſeveral Brakes, (x; 
in the Chapel at Windſor) which was 
the Device of the Lord Bray. It 1s in the 
Gift of the Earl of. Aylesford : It ſtands 
oppoſite to the chief Manour-Houſe, 
(which belong'd to William Boothby, Eſq, 
who married the Daughter of Herben 
Aubrey, Eſq; of the Black Fryers at Here 
ford) who was very aſſiſtant to me in 
reſolving my Queries. He was alſo Mr, 
Benj. Oughtred's great Patron, who &- 
reſs'd him, and gave him his Diet, and 
a little Houſe near to lie in. In Mr. Ben. 
Oughtred's Time, were digg'd up at 
Black-heath aforeſaid (the greateſt Part 
whereof 
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whereof is in that Pariſh, and Part in 
Chilworth) and heaved up by Moles, 
ſeveral Roman Coins. 

In this Pariſh are ſome Gun-powder 
Mills, and the Charcoal that blacks the 
Gun-powder is made of the Alders that 
grow here; but Mr. Evelyn tells me, 
that the ſtrongeſt Powder is made of 
Dog-wood Coals.

* Hand; and had gotten by Heart, be- 
* fore he was five Years of Age, ſeven 
* or eight hundred Latin and Greek 
* Words, together with their Genders 
* and Declenfions. = 

2. His 
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2. * His Promptitude in this Nature 
was prodigious; ſo that I have been 
ready to cry out, Horrori mibi eſt Hoc 
ingenium : So inſatiable were his De- 
ſires of Knowledge, that upon a Time 
hearing one diſcourſe of Terence and 
Plantus, and being told (upon his En- 
quiry concerning thoſe Authors) that 
the Books were too difficult for him, 
he wept for very Grief, and would 
_— be pacified. 5 

3. © To tell you how exactly he read 
French, how much of it he ſpake and 
underſtood, were to let you only 
know that his Mother did inſtruct 
him, without any Confuſion to the 
reſt. Thus he learned a Catechiſm, 
and many Prayers, and read divers 
Things in that Language. 

4. His uſual Recreations were eſpe- 
cially the Apolognes of Æſip; moſt of 
which he could fo readily recount, 
with divers other Stories, as you would 
admire from whence he produc'd 
them : But he was never without ſome 
Book or other in his Hand. He often 


delighted himſelf in reciting of Poems 


and Sentences, ſome whereof he had 
in Greek Fragments of Comedies, di- 
vers Verſes out of Herbert; and a- 

* mongſt 
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* mongſt the Pſalms, his beloved and 
© often repeated, Ecce quam bonum! 
5. © I might add the incomparable 
Sweetneſs of his Countenance and 
Eyes, the clean Fabrick of his Body, 
and pretty Addreſſes; how eaſily he 
forgot Injuries, when at any Time I 
would break and croſs his Paſſions, 
by ſometimes interrupting his Enjoy- 
ments in the midſt of ſome delicious 
Things which allured him : But above 
all, extreamly conſpicuous was his 
Affection to his younger Brother, with 
whoſe Impertinencies he would conti- 
nually bear, ſaying, He was but a Child, 
and underſtood no better. | 
6. © There are better Things behind, 
and thoſe are his early Piety, and how 
ripe he was for God, Never did this 
Child lye in Bed (by his good Will) 
longer than Six or Seven, Winter or 
Summer; and the firſt Thing he did 
being up, was to ſay his French Pray- 
ers, and our Church-Catechiſm ; after 
Breakfaſt, that ſhort Latin Prayer, 
which having encountred at the Be- 
ginning of our Lilly's Grammar, he had 
* learned by Heart, without any Know- 
* ledge or Injunction of mine. 

7. Wonderful was it to obſerve the 
* Chapters which himſelf would m—_— 
an 
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and the Pſalms and Verſes that he 
would apply upon Occaſions, and as 
in particular he did to ſome that were 
lick in my Family a little before him; 
bidding them to conſider the Sufferings 
of Chriſt, how bitter they were, and how 
willingly he endured them. 

8. © The laſt Time he was at Chiirch, 
(which was, as I remember, at Green- 
wich) at his Return I aſked him, what 
he brought away from the Sermon? 
He reply'd, that he had remembred 
two good Things, Bonum gratie, and 
Bonum gloriæ; which Expreſſions were 
indeed uſed, tho' I did not believe he 
had minded them. 

9. When about Chriſtmas x Kinſman 
of his related to us, by the Fire-ſide, 
ſome Paſſages of the preſumptuous 
Faſting of certain Enthyfiaſts 2bout 
Colchefter, whilſt we were expreſſing 
ſome Admiration at the Paſſage, That, 
ſays the Child, is no ſuch Vonder; for 
it is written, Man ſhall not live by Bread 
alone, &c. 

10. When the Lord's-Day Fortnight 
before he dyed, he repeated to me 
our Church-Catechiſm, he told me, 
That he now perceived that his God- 


fathers were diſengaged, for that ſince 


ke himſelf did now underſtand what his 
. Duty 
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« Duty was, it would be required of him, 
; and not of them for the future. 

11. How divinely did this pious 
Infant ſpeak of his being weary of this 
© troubleſome World? (into which he 
vas ſcarcely entered) And whilſt he 
lay Sick, of his Deſires to go to Hea- 
ven, that the Angels might convey 
him into Abraham's Boſom, paſſionate- 
ly perſwading thoſe that tended him 
to die with him. 

12. The Day before he took his 
© Leave of us, he call'd to me, and 
* pronounc'd it very ſoberly; Father, 
* ſays he, Tou bave often told me, that 
you would give me your Houſe and your 
* Land, your Books, and all your fine 
* Things ;, but I tell you, I ſhall have none 
? of them ;, you will leave them all to my 
Brother. 


13. That very Morning, not many 
Hours before he fell into that Sleep

In opening of the Ground of this 


Church-Yard on the North Side, to en- 
large a Vault belonging to the Evelyns, 
the Labourers met with a Skeleton, 
which was 9 Foot and 3 Inches long, 


as 
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as Mr. Evelyn had it atteſted by an an- 
cient and underſtanding Man then pre- 
ſent, (as are others now living Eye- 
witneſſes) who accurately meaſured it, 
and marked the Length on a Pole. 
They found it lying in full Length, 
between two Boards of the Coffin, and 
ſo meaſur'd it before they had diſcom- 
pos'd the Bones; but attempting to take 
it out, it fell to Pieces; upon which, 
finding it could not be preſerved entire, 
it was, by Mr. Evelyn's Order, carefully 
buried near the new Vault. 

In this Pariſh is LITH-Hill, which 
from this Village riſes almoſt inſenſibly 
for two or three Miles Southward, and 
then has a Declivity of about eight 
Miles, almoſt as far as Horſham in Suſſex. 
From the Summit may be ſeen, in a 
clear Day, the pleaſant Vale, and con- 
ſequently the whole County of Suſſex, 
as far as the South Downes, and even be- 
yond them to the Sea ; this entire Coun- 
ty, Part of Hampſhire, Berkſhire, and Net- 
tlebed in Oxfordſhire ,, ſome Parts of Buck- 
| inghamſbire, Hertfordſhire, Middleſex, Kent, 
and Eſex; and by the Help of a Tele- 
| ſcope, Wiltſhire. It is much the higheſt 
Eminence in this County (which has 
many other Alpes.) The whole Circum- 
terence cannot be leſs than 200 Miles, 

K 2 far 
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far exceeding that of the Keep and Ter- 
raſs at Windſor Caſtile, over which (as 
alſo over the City of London, 25 Miles 
diſtant) one ſees as far as the Eye, un- 
armed with Art, 1s able to diſtinguiſh 
Land from Sky. The like, I think, is 
not to be found in any Part of England, 
or perhaps Europe, beſide: And the Rea- 
fon why 1t is not more obſerved, is, 
partly its lying quite out of any Road, 
and partly its riſing ſo gently, and ma- 
king ſo little Shew 'till one is got to the 
very Top of it; from the Side thereof, 
a great Part of the Brow is ſlidden down 
into the Grounds below, cauſed by 1 
Delf of Stones dug out of the Sides of 
the Mountain; and the bare Places 
(from whence the Earth is parted) be- 
ing of a reddiſh Colour, plainly appear 
above forty Miles diſtant. 


DARKING, or DORKYTNG 


Was deſtroyed by the Daniſh Inunds- 
tion. In 1316. it was granted by Fobn 
Earl of Warren and Surrey, to his Maſter 
King Edward II. In 1518, J find a 4th 
Part of this Manour recovered by Mau— 
rice Marquis Berkeley, by Courſe of Law, 
from King Henry VIII. to whom the 
Mirquilt.s late Brother had to his Pre-

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judice conveyed it. In 1547, Thoma“ 
Moubray, Earl of Surrey, held this in 
Right of his Wife in Marriage. The 
Manour now (1673) belongeth to the 
honourable Mr. Charles Howard, Son to 
Henry Duke of Norf? Ik, and his Eminence 
the Lord Cardinal of the ſame Name. 
Of this Manour there is an excellent 
Draught or Map made, from which I 
have taken the following Account of 
this Place, added to it by Mr. Howard. 
This Town is fitnated upon a Rock 
of ſoft ſandy Stone, wherein are ſeve- 
ral convenient Cellars digged, both plea- 
{ant and profitable. The adjacent Fields 
are a ſandy Soil, hot and dry; the Pa- 
ving of the Town in the Year 1649, hath 
added much to the Handſomneſs there- 
of, Here 1s, a little below, a Stream 
of running Water, ſupplyed by ſe- 
veral Springs and deep Wells. The 
Market is on Thurſday ;, the Fair is on 
Aſcenſion- Day; and is moſt Days fur- 
niſhed with all Sorts of Sea-fiſh. (1)

Brookwick 18 a meer Heath, growing 
on a ſtony Gravel, The Hills about 
Borebill Way, vis.

Land, Winterfold's, Sweetmilk's, Water- 
Deane, and Crokkers, do all incline to a 
ſtony Gravel and barren Soil. 

According to the Cuſtom of this Ma- 
nour, the youngeſt Son or youngeſt 
Brother of a cuſtomary Tenant, is Heir 
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of his cuſtomary Eſtate ; and according 
to an ancient Cuſtom, the Lord may 
demand the firſt Night's Lodging of e- 
very Bride within this Manour. 
This Place is only a Vicaridge, for- 
merly worth 80, now about 70 Pounds 
er Annum : The Impropriation is in the 
Hands of the Lord Mordaunt. The 
Church here was built by one Eton, 
who endowed it with Lands of a conſi- 
derable Value, which yet bear his Name, 
and as it is ſuppoſed, founded it upon 
the Demolition of the Caſtle by the 
Danes; but this, like other Works of 
the ſame Nature, fell a Sacrifice to 
Avarice. It has been a Collegiate Church, 
and is dedicated to the Virgin Mary; 
and the Tradition of the Inhabitants is, 
that there were ſeveral other Churches 
here, but that this was particularly 
creed by the Founder of St. Mary Ove- 
ries Church in Southwark.

Over againſt this Church is a Mea— 
dow, called BENHAM-CASTLE Mea- 
dow ;, ſtood once as a Fortreſs, deſtroyed 
by the Danes, of which nought remains 
now but a large Ditch. In this Pariſh are 
five Headboroughs, orTythings, viz. Weſt 
Betchworth, Homeborough, Capel, Chipping, 
| and Milton and Weſtcott, two Manours 
within this Pariſh, both belonging to 
Sir John Evelyn of Wotton, Bart. Theſe 
Parts were formerly ſo full of Wood 
for Firing, that it might be bought for 
3 d. or 4d. per Load, the Buyer being 
at the Expence of Cutting and Carriage; 
but the great Waſtes that have been 
made, have much advanced the Price 
of later Years. In one of theſe ſhady 
Coppices, called BLACK-HAWEs, was 
»nother Caſtle, ſaid to have belonged 
the Ewton's, demoliſhed at the oo 

ime 
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Time with the other near the Church ; 
and nothing now but the Mote, and 
ſome few Bricks of it, remain, From 
this Place to Mckylham, and thence to 
Letberbead, runs the great Roman Road. 
On the Common, Southwards of this 
Place, graze large Herds of Goats. At 
the little Common, above this Place, 
called Cotman-dene, and at the Bowling- 
Green, the Air is incomparably ſweet, 
and on the Earth are great Quantities 
of Nhore hound. In this Town is a great 
Plenty of Cherries, particularly a wild 
Cherry, that Mr. John Evelyn tells me, 
makes a moſt excellent Wine, little in- 
ferior to the beſt French Claret, and 
keeps longer; and no where are finer 
Caves for the Preſervation of their Li- 
quor than in the Sand here. The Lands 


here are greatly improved by blue 
Marle. 


In this Pariſh, in a Valley call'd Me- 
reden, is a Well called Mage ll, which 
urges and alſo vomits, fail, 3 of a Pint. 
t cures Scabs and Itch, to waſh with it. 
The Reaſon why it is call'd Mag-well, 
was becauſe a poor Wench, whoſe Name 
was Meg, that was troubled with the 
Itch, and lived hereabout, firſt cured 
herſelf with waſhing. It ſcarce turns to 
the Colour of a Vin-gre with Gall- 


L 2 powder- 
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powder. One digged a Well on the 
other Side of the Hill, where he found 
Stuff that glittered like Braſs ; from 
which Mineral, I preſume, this Well is 
tinged. It vomits more than purges. 

Near this Place the Honourable 
Charles Howard of m_— hath very 
ingeniouſly contriv'd a long Hope, (i. e. 
according to Virgil, DeduGus Vallis) in 
the moſt pleaſant and delightful Soli- 
tude for Houſe, Gardens, Orchards, 
Boſcages, &*c. that I have ſeen in Eng- 
land It deſerves 3 Poem, and was a 
Subject worthy of Mr. Cowley's Muſe, 
The true Name of this Hope is Dibden, 
(quaſi Deep Dene.) 

Mr. Howard hath caſt this Hope into 
the Form of a Theatre, on the Sides - 
whereof he hath made ſeveral narrow 
Walks, like the Seats of a Theatre, one 
above another, above 6 in Number, done 
with 2 Plough, which are bordured with 
Thyme, and ſome Cherry-Trees, Myrtles, 
&c. Here was a great many Orange- 
Trees and Syringa's, which were then in 
Flower. In this Garden are 21 Sorts 
of Thyme. The Pit (as I may call it) 
1s ſtored full of rare Flowers and choice 
Plants. He hath there two pretty Lads 
his Gardeners, who wonderfully de- 
light in their Occupation, and this love- 
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ly Solitude, and do enjoy themſelves ſo 
innocently in that pleaſant Corner, as 
if they were out of this troubleſome 
World, and ſeem to live as in the State 
of Innocency. 

In the Hill on the Left Hand, (be- 
ing fandy Ground) is a Cave digged 36 
Paces long, 4 broad, and 5 Yards high; 
and at about two Thirds of the Hill, 
(where the Crook or Bowing is) he hath 
dug another ſuhterranean Walk or Paſ- 
ſage, to be pierc'd thro* the Hill; thro' 
which (as thro' a Tube) you have the 
Viſio over all the South Part of Surrey 
and Suſſex to the Sea. The South Side 
of this Hill is converted into a Vineyard 
of many Acres of Ground, which faceth 
the South and South Weſt, The Vault- 
ing, or upper Part of thoſe Caves, are 
not made ſemicircular, but parabolical, 
which is the ſtrongeſt Figure for bear- 
ing, and which ſandy Ground natural- 
ly falls into, and then ſtands: And 
thus we may ſee, that the Conies (by 
inſtinct of Nature) make their Holes ſo. 
Here are Caves for Beer, e*c. 

On the Weſt Side of this Garden is 
a little Building, which is (as I remem- 
ber) divided into a Laboratory and 3 
neat Oratory, by Mr. Hoc ard. Above the 
Hill, on this Weft Side, is a Thicket of 
L 3 black 
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College Garden in Oxford, by Dr. John 
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black Cherry-Trees, with thoſe Walks, 
and the Ground abounds with Straw- 
berries. The Houſe was not made for 
Grandeur, but Retirement, (a noble Her- 
mitage) neat, elegant, and ſuitable to 
the Modeſty and Solitude of the Pro- 
prietor, a Chriſtian Philoſopher, who 
in this Iron Age lives up to that of the 
Primitive Times. Here Mr. Newman 
(his Steward) gave me a very civil 
Entertainment, according to his Maſter's 
Order ; where the Pleaſure of the Gar- 
den, &c. were ſo raviſhing, that I can 
never expect any Enjoyment beyond it, 
but the Kingdom of Heaven. It is an 
agreeable Surprize here to the Stranger, 
that neither Houſe nor Garden can be 
diſcovered, *till you come juſt to it, as 
if it quatted down to hide itſelf. 

Here are no Ornaments of Statuary 
or Carver; but the Beauty of the Deſign 
and Topiary ſpeak for itſelf, and needs 
no Addition out of the Quarries: In 
ſhort, it is an Epitome of Paradiſe, and 
the Garden of Eden ſeems well imitated 
here. To give my Reader a juſt Noti- 
on of this is almoſt impoſſible ; but 
what beſt anſwers, tho' it hardly comes 


up to the Dignity of the Subject, are 


the famous Verſes made upon Merton 


Earl, 
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Earl, then a Fellow of that Houſe, and 
afterwards Biſhop of Sarum, and which 
never before ſaw the Light in ſo pub- 
lick a Manner. The Poem is called

Within this Pariſh is a Mountain 
called HOMESBURY-Hill, near to which 
(adjoyning to the Road from Darking 
to Arundel) is a very great Camp dou- 
ble trench'd, and deep, containing, by 
Eſtimation, about 10 Acres at the leaſt. 
The Inhabitants hereabout have no 
Name for it. From this Camp is a 
noble Proſpect over the Wyld to Kent 
and Suſſex, and quite over Suſſex (in a 
clear Day) to the Sea; as alſo to Hind- 
bead (a Hill in Hampſhire.) Contiguous' 
to this Hill is BoARE-Hill, where the 
Tradition is, that heretofore were wild 
Boars; and HETHER-Hill, denominated

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(they ſay) from a Yeoman Family of 
that Name, which hath continued in 
this Pariſh from before the Conqueſt, 
and are ſtill here, 

Full Eaſt from this Camp, in the 
Wyld, is a large Pond called EAGTEE. 
WOOD-Pond, in the Pariſh of Nudigate, 
of about 20 or 30 Acres. 

From Darling to Northdown-Hills in 
Suſſex, is a large Proſpect of ſeveral 
Miles off, over a ſpacious Vale, very 
broad, full of enclos'd Paſtures ; the 
fore-ſhortning of the Proſpe& makes it 
look like a Wood. 

The River S. ALLO is within the 
Foot of Box- hill, (towards Darking) for 
a quarter of a Mile together, in the 
Clifts of the Chalk. In the Winter (or 
in the Sumner in great Floods) it keeps 
its Channel to Leatherhead, otherwiſe 
in dry Summers one may ride in the 
Channel as in a Lane, Mr. Newman 
tells me, that here are Clifts as big as 
ones Finger ; and he has ſeen ſome at 
low Water, wherein one may put in an 
Arm; and in ſome Places you can ſee 
no Cracks at all, but the Water ſinks 
away as if it were pour'd into a Sieve. 

Not far from this Swallow, about 3 
Years fince, (1673) one Night, by the 
High-way Side, fell down a great 17 

0 
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of Earth on the Side of the Hill, and 
was a great deep Pit of about 30 Foot 
deep; at the Bottom they could diſcover 
Water to run over the Earth ſunk in: 
Since that Time the Inhabitants have 
thrown in more of the Bank, to prevent 
Dangers for Travellers. Hereabouts, 
on the Bottom of this Hill, (Box-bill ) 
are ſeveral Places ſunk, no Man remem- 
bers when ; but they ſunk, moſt proba- 
bly, upon the aforeſaid Account. One 
Part North of this Hill is covered with 
Ewe-Trees 1n great Plenty, and the beſt 
that I have any where ſeen. The South 
Part is covered with thick Boſcages of 
—_—_ which gives the Name to this 
Hill. 

am told, that on this Hill Juniper- 
Trees have been in great Plenty ; now 
they are much worn out. 

From this Hill, Southward, is à large 
View over the Wyld of Surrey, (which 
is about ſeven Miles) to the Downs in 
Suſſex, and to the Town of Darking, 
which 1s ſituated in the Angle of two 
pretty Vallies, Weſtwards, to Hampſbire, 
Berks, and Oxfordſhire; in which laſt 
may be diſcern'd a Tuft of Trees on 
a Hill, which I gueſs to be Nettle-bed; 
and to another Hill Northwards, towards 
Windſor, viz. Cowper's Hill in Middleſex. 

The 
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The Soil is Chalk, and was the In- 
heritance of Sir Adam Browne, now Mr. 
Fenwick's. The great Quantity and 
Thickneſs of the Box Wood yielded 2 
convenient Privacy for Lovers, who 
frequently meet here; ſo that it is an 
Engliſh Daphne. The Gentry often re- 
ſorted hither from Ebbiſham ;, but the 
Wood is much decayed now, and large 
Deprædations on it by the preſent Pof- 
ſeſſor, who is only a Tenant for his Life, 
The Hill runs gontinuedly from hence 
to Kent, and ſo to Dover; it is inter- 
rupted by the little Valley, and ſo runs 
by Guilford Town: On it is alſo a large 
Coney-Warren. On the South Downs 
of this County, and in thoſe of Syſſex, 
are the biggeſt Snails that ever I ſaw, 
twice or 3 times as big as our common 
Snails, which are the Bavoli, or Drivalle; 
which Mr. Elias Aſbmole tells me, that 
the Lord Marſhal brought from Ttahy, 
and ſcattered them on the Downs here- 
abouts, and between Albury and Horſley, 
where are the biggeſt of all. 

Within this Pariſh of Darking 1s 
BETCHWORTH CASTLE, fituated plea- 
ſantly on a Knoll not far from the Foot 
on Boxley Hill: The Word Betch in Welch 
ſignifies a riſing Ground, or Ridge, which 
this well correſponds with: So in Here- 


fordſbire 
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fordſbire, the Betchy Hills near and in 
Morbampton Park, belonging to Sir John 
Heſtyns, Bart. (through which runs 
Claud Offa, 1. e. Offa's Ditch. In 1316 
John Earl Warren was Lord of this 
Manour, and granted it to King Edward 
the Second. In 35 Edw. III. 1361, I 
find Roger Huſe ſeized of this Manour 
at his Death about this Time. In 1416, 
Odober 13, Thomas Fitzalan, Earl of 
Arundel, dyed poſſeſſed of this Eſtate. 
It was long in the Poſſeſſion of the Fa- 
mily of the Browne's, whereof Sir Adam 
Browne was the laſt of that Name; 
from whom 1t went to a Siſter's Daugh- 
ter, who married one Mr. Fenwick, 
who has pulled down the greateſt Part 
of the Caſtle, and turned it into a 
{mall Dwelling. 


CAFELSE 


This Pariſh more naturally produces 
Wood than Corn or Graſs, and was 
formerly ſo ill cultivated, that had not 
the Inhabitants ſupplyed their Want of 
Corn from their neighbouring Markets, 
they might have eat Acorns inſtead of 
Bread; but as they have now learned 
the Art of improving their Land, by 
manuring it with Lime and Chalk, they 

are 
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are ſo far from needing Corn from 
others, that they are able daily to ſup- 
ply the Markets with plentiful Store 
of Wheat, Oats, and Peaſe; and the 
Wood, which was formerly of ſo in- 
conſiderable a Value, in a few Years 
has became more ſcarce than ever the 
Corn was formerly. In the Reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, Part of a Mount in 
Thomas Conftable*'s Moſſes, in this Pariſh, 
began to move, and dividing itſelf from 
the Field noted with B. (1) and Part of 
C. continued moving, till it had over- 
ran all the lower Part mark'd with 
C. E. F. and at the Limits of the ſaid 
Farm it finiſned its Motion, without 
paſſing any farther, only ſwelling higher 
than the other Lands below 1t, and left 
the Land where it paſſed full of Hills 
and Holes, which remain to this Day, 
being now for the moſt Part grown in- 
to a Coppice of Wood.

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In this Pariſh is a Farm, or Seat, call'd 
TEMPLE-ELFANT, which was former- 
ly a religious Honfe, and belonged to 
the Knights of St. John of Feryſalem 
upon which Account they pay no Tythes 
to the Church, while the Eſtate is in 
the Lord's own Hands ; or if Part of it 
be ſold, that Parcel enjoys the ſame Pri- 
vileges of an Immunity from Tythes ; 
but if it be rented, it is on the ſame 
Foot with other Eſtates. Preſent Im- 
propriator 1s Humphrey Parſons, Eſq; Son 
of the late Sir Fohn Parſons, Knt. who 
lets the great Tythes out to the Pariſh- 
joners themſelves at 160 Pounds per Ann.

Near the Church is the Mote and 
Mole of the Xezepe, only remaining of a 
Caſtle, indifferent large; of which the 
Tradition is, that it was deſtroyed by the 
Danes; and not only ſo, but that the 
Danes planted their battering Engines, 


that threw it down, on Berry-hill, which 
is two Miles hence.

Dog-Smyth (often already mentioned) 
gave to the Poor of this Pariſh 6 J. per 
Annum; as he did to every one of the 
Pariſhes of this County, except Micham, 
where he had been formerly whipped 
for a Vagabond. 

He had the Nick Name of Dog-Smyth, 
becauſe he kept no Houfe, but * at 
Friends Houſes, and then deſired a bit for 
his Dog, which was to refect himſelf.

STAEN- 
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STAEN-STREET CausEway 


Is 10 Yards broad, but in moſt Places 
ſeven; two Miles and à half, or 3 Miles 
long: It runs from Beling ſgate to Beling- 
burſt in Suſſex, and ſo to Arundel. It goes 
thro' Darking Church-yard, which they 
find by digging of the Graves. ThisCauſe- 
way is partly in Okeley Pariſh. In Winter 
'tis extreamly wet. It is made of Flints 
and Pebbles; but there are no other 
Flints nearer than ſeven Miles, and the 
Pebbles are ſuch as are at the Beaches in 
Suſſeze, from whence the common Peo- 
ple ſay they were brought, and that it 
was made by the Devil: It is a Yard 
and a half deep in Stones, which they 
diſcover by cutting Paſſages to let inWa- 
ter; it runs in an exact ſtraight Line. 
This Way is found, by making of Ditches 
between Stanſteed and Darking, upon 
the Hills. It lyes plainly to be ſeen in 
ploughed Fields, in a Farm called Monks, 
two Miles from hence South; and at Pul- 
borough Heath, ſeven Miles on this Side 
Arundel; and it is ſeen about Newington.

REYGATE 
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REYGATE Hundred. 


REYGATE, or RHIE-G ATE, 


W Hich ſignifies the Courſe or Chan- 
nel of a ſmall River, or Ripa a 
Bank, 1s fituated in a pleaſant Vale, 
running out a great Length Eaſt ward, 
called HOLMESDALE. The Earls 
Warren held this Town in Chief of the 
King from the Time of the Norman In- 
vaſion, and were eminent Benefactors 
to it. 7obn Earl Warren, in 1313, pro- 
cured from King Edward II. a Charter 
for a weekly Market every Tueſday; and 
the ſame Earl, by a ſpecial Grant, bear- 
ing Date at Weſtminſter in Feſto S. Petri & 
Pauli 1316, gave the King the Inheri- 
tance of this Caſtle and Town, which 
the King returned to him the next Year. 
In 1398 Richard Earl of Arundel, then 
beheaded for High-Treaſon, was poſ- 
ſeſſed of this Caſtle, Town, Park, War- 
ren, and Chaſes, which upon that Earl's 
Death came by Forfeiture to King Ri- 
chard Il. On OdGober 18, 1476, Edward 
Nevill, Lord Bergavenny, died poſſeſſed 
of a third Part of this Caſtle. William, 
Marqueſs of Berkley, died poſſeſſed of a 
fourth Part of this Manour, February 


14, 
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14, 1491, without Ifſue, having firſt diſ- 
inherited Maurice his Brother, and gi- 
ven this, with ſeveral other Eſtates, to 
Thomas Earl of Derby ; but with many 
other Parcels of the Eſtate, it was reco- 
ver'd by Courſe of Law in 1518. The 
Caſtle of this Place was built in the 
Saxon Times, tho' a vulgar Error has 
generally given the Credit of it to one 
of the Warrens, Earls of Surrey. It is 
now much ruined: In the Area of it 
is an Entrance into a large Cave, or 
Vault, that runs under Ground ſeveral 
Perches, to a ſmall Portal or Door that 
opens into the Graffe without the Caſtle. 
This Vault is bivious, and cut out of 
the Sand, ſeveral Paces broad, and 5 
Yards high, at the End which opens in- 
to the Grafe, or dry Ditch. This dr 
Graffe went, they ſay, from the Caſt 
to the Red Croſs Inn, and thence down 
to the Priory Cave. The Water Cave of 
this Caſtle goes under the Mote, which 
is full of Water ; and the Tradition here 
is, that it reaches to Bletchingly : Not 
unlike this is another at Wincheſter, 
which reaches from the Caſtle to the 
Cathedral Church. In the Time of the 
Rebellion and Uſurpation, concluding 
in 1660, it belonged to the Lord William 
Monſon,who forTreaſon and — 
eite 
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feited it at the Reſtauration, when by 
a Purchaſe, or Grant it came into the 
Hands of his Royal Highneſs James 
Duke of Tvrk; in whoſe Hands it re- 
mained as his private Eſtate, *till the 
never to be forgotten 1688, Soon after 
this 1t came into the Hands of John 
Lord Somers, ſo created by that Govern- 
ment, to which he did ſo much, and ſo 
eminent Service; but whether by Grant 
or Sale, I am not certain. Upon his 
Death it came to James Cox, Eſq; one 
of the preſent Repreſentatives in Parlia- 
ment for this Borough. 

Here are two Markets kept, the one 
on Tueſday Weekly, granted in 1313, 
the other additional one, the laſt Ved- 
neſday of every Month, under a Char- 
ter by King Charles II. 1673. The Mar- 
ket-Honſe was formerly a Chapel, and 
dedicated to St. Thomas d Becket, Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, who was murder- 
ed in his own Cathedral-Church, for 
his Courage in oppoling the Regal Inno- 
vations, and defending the Rights of the 
Clerg y. | 

In this Town have been two other 
ancient Chapels, alienated from the ſa- 
cred Uſes they were deſigned for; the 
one dedicated to St. Laurence, now 4 
Mercer's Shop, the other to the Holy 

Croſs, 
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Croſs, now a Barn. Thus are the Houſes 
of God converted into Shops of Mer- 
chandize, and Granaries for Corn. 

Under the Hill is a great Houſe, a 
little Southward of the Town, which 
was formerly a Priory of Black Canons, 
erected by William Warren, Earl of Sur- 
rey, to the Honour of the Bleſſed Virgin 
Mary, and the Holy Croſs. This was 
founded during the Time of King John. 
To it Fobn Warren, the laſt of his Name 
and ancient Family, by a Deed bearing 
Date the 24th of April, 1315, releaſed 
and quitted Claim of his Right to 
19 5. and 4d. one Plough Share and 
four Horſe-ſhoes yearly Rent, which 
this Convent had always paid to him 
and his Anceſtors, as an Acknowledg- 
ment for the Tenure of ſome Part of 
their Eſtate; and at the ſame Time 
granted to them the annual Rent of 
21.65. 11 d. iſſuing out of other Lands, 
for the Maintainance of a Chantry in the 
Caſtle here, where daily Maſs was to 
be celebrated for the Souls of himſelf 
and Family. The Revenue of this Re- 
ligious Houſe was valued in 1529, ac- 
cording to Dugdale, at 681. 16 5. 8 d. 
but according to Speed at 78 J. 165. 8 d. 
and upon the Diſſolution it came to the 
then Earl of Nottingham, and from him 

> to 
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to Elizabeth, Daughter of Robert How- 
ard. It came afterwards to the Lord 
Mordant, Brother to the Earl of Peter- 
borough, by whoſe Truſtees it was ſold, 
to pay Debts, to — n Parſons, Knt. 
= and Lord ayor of the City 

of London; upon whoſe Death it came 4 
Will to his ſecond Son Humphrey Parſons, 
Gent. The ReRory, or great Tythes of 
this Place, are in the Hands of Roger 
James, Eſq; who has a Houſe at the 
Faſt End of the Town: They formerly 

belonged to St. Mary Overies in South- 
wark, and were purchaſed of the Crown 
at the Monaſtick Diſſolution. Preſent 
Vicar is the Reverend Mr. Burd, who 
has been a worthy Benefactor to the 
Church, and has much augmented this 
Vicaridge by his Induſtry and Care, 
The Church here ſtands on an Eminence, 
built of Free-Stone, and is dedicated to 
St. Mary Magdalen. 

Under the Chancel is a fair large 
Vault belonging to the Howards, where- 
in have been buried ſeveral of them, vix.

In this Pariſh is FLANCHroyp, 2 
handſome Seat, late in the Poſſeſſion of 
Sir Cyrill PNych, Kt. one of the Six Clerks 
in Chancery It is adorn'd with a ſpaci- 
ous Garden, and a Park well ſtock'd 
with Deer, wherein are four Ponds in 
Train, that drive a Mill.

This Town, however ſmall and in- 
conſiderable at preſent, was well known 
by the Romans, of whoſe Coins and o- 
ther Remains of Antiquity have been 
formerly diſcovered great Remains; and 
where the fine Manour Houſe now 
ſtands, was formerly a Caſtle. This 
Place is renowned alſo for a great 
Slaughter commitred on the plundering 
Danes by the Women; and as a Confir- 
mation of this Tradition, the Vulgar 
ſhew the Herb called Dane-Wort in great 
Plenty, which they fancy to have 
ſprung from the Daniſh Blood. This 
Town 1s {aid to have then been ſituate 
much more Weſtwardly towards the 
Top of the White-Hill, and to have been 
very ſpacious before its Deſtruction from 
the Danes ; It is famous for a white 
Free-ſtone Quarry, wherein are under 
Ground ſeveral Meanders ; it is ſoft, 
and endures the Fire admirably well in 
Winter, but neither Sun nor Air: The 
Stone lies abuut fourteen Foot deep, and 
from the Mouth of the Quarry pro- 
ceeds a thick Miſt in hot Weather.

Is a Rectory of about eightſcore Pounds 
per Annum, in the Patronage of Foſeph 
Cooke, Eſq; Lord of this Manour. Pre- 
ſent Incumbent is the Reverend Mr. 
Benjamin Hollingworth. George Evelyn, 
a Kinſman of Fohn Evelyn, and Son to 
Sir 7ohn Evelyn of Godſtone in this Coun- 
ty, had a Seat and conſiderable Eſtate 
here. By the Windmill in the red 
ſandy Common in this Pariſh, is a Me- 
talline Kind of Subſtance, which bears 
the Appearance of Caſt Iron, and is cal- 
led Ragges, and is much eſteemed in 
theſe Parts for Paving; ſome are like 
a hollow Pipe ? of an Inch thick, and 
Concave a Foot. Here is alſo a large 
Quantity of Fuller's Earth dug up out 
of ſeveral Pits.

The ReQory and Impropriation of 
this Pariſh is in the Poſſeſhon of _

THUNDERFIELD, whereon are to be 
ſeen ſome Veſtigia or Ruins of a large 
Caſtle called Thunderfield-Caſile ;, it was 
encompaſled with a double Mote, which 
contained near two Acres of Land.

King Henryl. as appears by ſeveral Decds 
in the Poſſeſſion of John Budgen, M. D. 
whoſe Family purchaſed this Eſtate a- 
bout 50 Years ſince ; he has ſeveral old 
original Deeds, which well atteſt the 
Antiquity of this Family, ſome of them 
ſign'd by one of the Saunders of Charle- 
wood above 300 Years ſince; and leaſt 
the Memory of ſo confiderable a Family 
ſhould he loſt, it may not be improper 
to inſert the following Pedigree, col- 
le&ed and digeſted from original Papers 
and Inſtruments of Authority, began by 
Henry Lillie, Rougecroix, 1610, and car- 
ry'd on by Sir William Dugdale, and fi- 
niſh'd by Gregory Ning, all Members of the 
College of Herald, down to the Year 
1691, and now in the Poſſeſſion of Sir 
Richard Nemdigate of Harefield in the 
County of Middleſex, Bart. vix.

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This laſt Perſon, Willam Steper, per- 
fonated one of the ſame Name, and of 
a conſiderable Eſtate and Family in 
Yorkſhire, and managed his Scheme with 
ſo much Art, that he married the 
Heireſs of this Family, and ſo made 
himſelf Maſter of this Eſtate. 

In the Eaſtern, Part of this Pariſh is 
a Medicinal Spring, of the ſame Nature 
with Ebbiſham, or Epſom. 

The Weald or Wyld hereabouts bears 
excellent Oats : In one Year I obſerv'd 
them five or fix Foot high; and of this 
Commodity the Tenants chiefly make 
their Rents; but this Soil bears Barley 
ill, as not agreeing with it. Dacus Syl- 
veſtris grows very plentifully here- 
abouts and in Kent, and is frequently 
infuſed in their Ale. 

In theſe Parts the Inhabitants do not 
Yoke their Pigs, to hinder them from 
breaking Hedges; but thruſt Scewers 
through their Noſirils, which anſwers 
the ſame End, and 1s not attended with 
the ill Conſequences of hindering their 
Reſt, and, by that, their Thriving : 
Theſe Scewers are about two or three 
Inches long, and, thruſt through their 
tender Noſes, hinder their breaking 


through Fences,and rooting up the Earth 
or any Plants.
